MUST WE HIBERNATE? 

About all that science has made of 
hibernation is that it becomes with cer- 
tain creatures a necessity, and they 
adapt themselves to it. Thus, bears 
living in the mountains, where winter 
deprives them of the vegetation upon 
which they subsist, would starve except 
for holing in and sleeping for several 
months. [t has been proven that a 
bear taken out of the environment 
which inflicts this necessity upon him 
does not necessarily hibernate. Many 
bears in zoos give up the habit and 
feed pretty regularly all winter. We 
hope the people who are lifting the 
cost of food much beyond our reach 
will read this and apply it to our own 
approaching necessity. We do not have 
to eat the entire year. We can hiber- 
nate, if driven to it. There is nothing 
about bears to render them peculiarly 
able to dothis. Scientists all deny that 
they have such an advantage. They 
merely found their food shut off, and 
said: “All right, we will crawl into 
holes and sleep until the food returns.” 
Which is exactly what they do. It is 
also what other animals do. Man isan 
animal. If, as Mr. Heney says, the 
packers are stronger than the Govern- 
ment and the Government cannot do 
anything about the price of meat for 
being weaker than the packers, we 
have always the recourse of hibernat- 
ing. We can simply close the house, 
crawl into bed and doze through the 
winter. subsisting upon such fats as we 
have about us.
